A Suggested Farming Program For Year of 1926 


TALK OF THE GOOD THINGS 


Texas is such a wonderful state 
and there is such a store of good 
things all around that we can all 
center our talking 
for next year 
around the state in which we live. 
Most of us 
can. find 
enough of 
good in our own 
communities 
to 
make that the 
subject of our con- 
greater ' necessity for preventing! versation. 
If it is not there now, 
as fa T as possible forest fires. The 
Pennsylvania Railroad makes an 
appeal for fire prevention also. 
An unusual, yet most sensible, 


step was taken by the Louisiana 
Bankers’ Association last April. It 
approved 
the 
following clause, 


which will be generally inserted in 
future mortgage instruments exe­ 
cuted in that state: 


“ The mortgagor 
does 
hereby 


further 
bind 
himself to put his 


waste or idle land not suitable to 
agriculture to trees, and to pro­ 
tect all forest trees and tree seed­ 
lings growing on any of the above 
described lands; 
and he further 


pledges that fires or other destruc­ 
tive 
agencies 
will be prevented 


wherever possible.” 
The Timberman, 
published at 


Portland, Ore., stated recently in 
a special article that in 30 years 
lumber valued at $130,000,000 was 
shipped out of Duluth, and $80, 
000,000 was spent in wages, pro 
visions and other supplies. 
Now 


only one of the 25 or more mills 
remains in Duluth. 
A citizen of Duluth wrote the 


article, and closes it with the fol­ 
lowing observation, which deserves 
to be printed in every paper 
the land: 
“ It is to be hoped the loss of this 


industry to our city will awaken 
the voters to a proper realization 
of what the continuation of th it 
business would have meant. 
They 


should insist that our lawmakers, 
both state and national, take ac 
tion along lines favorable to refor­ 
estation and conservation. 
One of 


the most necessary is for revision 
of taxation. 
Present laws in most 


states are favorable to destruction 
instead of conservation of standing 
timber.” 


The subject is of such very 


great importance that The Chron­ 
icle purposes to deal further with 
it editorially at an early day. The 
Texas Forest News, issued month­ 
ly at College Station 
under 
the 


auspices of the state department 
of forestry 
and Texas Forestry 
Association, is doing a great work 
in a field 
where 
work is sorely 
needed.— The Houston Chronicle.

the farmer is to succeed ultimate­ 
ly.

The close of the old year and 
the beginning of the new is an 
opportune time for Texas farm ers 
to take stock of their business and 
plan their farm program for 1920. 
This is the season 
of the 
year 
when all business enterprises must 
pass under the inspection of the 
inventory 
and 
balance 
sheets. 
Farming is not -diffrent from any 
other business enterprise and once 
each year, or oftener if necessary, 
the various enterprises of the farm 
should be carefully studied to de 
termine how the risks may be les 
sencd and profits better assured. 
Farming is not only a business 
in which to make money but it is 
also an opportunity to provide a 
comfortable 
living 
for a family 
and an accumulation of stfffic 
ient surplus and resources to pro­ 
vide a home and comfort in de­ 
clining years. 
Each of these must 
be considered in any well organiz­ 
ed farm plan. 
The A. and M. College is inter­ 
ested in promoting the prosperity 
of rural people. 
It has always 
stood for the conservation of all 
natural resources and has always 
encouraged a safe, sane and con­ 
structive system of farm ing that 
would, to the fullest extent, de­ 
velop the productiveness 
of 
the 
soil. 
We believe that one of tile fun­ 
damentals of success in any farm ­ 
ing enterprise is the production on 
the farm, in so far as possible, 
of those things necessary to the 
maintenance, the health, and the 
conveniences of tho farm family 
and also the maintenance of the 
necessary livestock on the farm. 
We believe that Texas 
farm ers 
should produce more of their own 
living on their farm s and depend 
less on products shipped into Tex­ 
as from other sections of the coun­ 
try. 
We believe that it is unfor­ 
tunate that some people become so 
interested in one crop or in one 
branch of farming or one kind of 
livestock, that they fail to appre­ 
ciate 
the 
economic saving that 
would result from the production 
of a larger variety of crops or 
livestock, especially 
where 
they 
can he utilized profitably on the 
farm. 
It is a safe rule in farming 
to first produce the actual neces­ 
sities of Food and Feed on the 
farm and then give consideration 
to cash crops; all too often cash 
crops receive first consideration. 
It is suggested that the Texas 
faim ers, in planning 
their 
farm 
program for 1926, would do well 
to consider carefully some of the 
suggestions that have been made 
from time to time, and which are 
of enough importance to bear rep­ 
etition at this season when we are 
going over our business, endeav­ 
oring to ascertain in what way we 
can make our efforts more suc­ 
cessful- 
I. The 
growing of sufficient 
food products for the farm family 
is one of the vital problems on ev­ 
ery farm. Growth, health and con­ 
tentment, on the farm cannot be 
purchased in tin cans or In paper 
sacks, but the essentials to these 


can be produced abundantly from 
the soil. 
The home 
garden and 
fruit orchard should be carefully 
planned and taken care of. Plant 
an abundance of early Spring veg 
etables, 
Summer vegetables, 
and 
Fall vegetables, 
and protect the 
crop from insect damage. 
Pro­ 
vide a water supply to supplement 
the rainfall, when necessary. 
2. Every farm 
family 
should 
possess a flock of laying hens and 
these should be well cared for and 
fed so a's to give a continuous pro­ 
duction of eggs for the family ta­ 
ble and a surplus that may be sold 
to support the farm income. 
The 
Hock should be maintained by the 
production of a sufficient number 
of young fowls each year to per­ 
mit the culling 
out of the non­ 
layers, thus improving the quality 
and increasing the egg production. 
Turkeys may also be raised with 
profit. 
When well started and al­ 
lowed free range, they get most 
of thei# living by foraging on in­ 
sects which 
are 
depredating on 
farm crops. 
3. One or more dairy cows are 
essential fo r the production of 
milk and butter 
for family use. 
There are no food substitutes for 
these essential articles of diet and 
every farm family 
should 
have 
milk and butter on their table ev­ 
ery day in the year. 
4. Meat and lard for the year’.* 
supply should be provided by rais­ 
ing at least th^ee hogs, wihich 
can be maintained in a large meas­ 
ure, from products that otherwise 
would be wasted. 
5. A farm that does not produce 
feed and forage for the livestock 
is not properly organized. 
These 
foods can be secured with reason­ 
able certainty every 
year, 
from 
crops adapted to different locali­ 
ties of the state. 
Grazing crops, 
such as oats, barley, or wheat, for 
winter, and Sudan grass and sor­ 
ghum for summer, are essential or. 
every farm to supplement the na­ 
tive pastures, 
and 
a 
sufficient 
acreage should be planted to pro­ 
vide not only grazing and an abun­ 
dance that may be matured for 
hay but also a surplus to carry 
over for emergency. Grain should 
be secure from a sufficient acre­ 
age planted in Indian com or one 
of the grain sorghums, depending 
upon location. 
6. When the needs of the farm 
family and livestock on the farm 
have been adequately provided for, 
attention may then be given to 
-uch crops as can be produced at 
a profit with the labor available, 
and sold for cash. 
The farm cash 
income should be secured, if pos­ 
sible, from two or three different 
crops. 
Experiences of past years 
teaches that a one crop or a one 
kind of livestock farm or ranch 
will suffer much at times from 
depression in price, due to over­ 
production. 
Where income is de­ 
drived from two or three differ­ 
ent sources, the total return over 
a period of years is not materially 
influenced by these 
fluctuations. 
Diversification of crops and live­ 
stock 
distributes 
the i n c o m e 
throughout the year, avoids con­ 
gestion in market center, and per­ 
mits of a more general utilization 
of farm labor throughout the en 


tire season. 
7. Land values, and labor costs 
have increased so much in recent 
years that the productiveness of 
the land must not only be main­ 
tained but it must be increased if 
the farmer expects to obtain ade­ 
quate compensation for his labor 
and 
investment. 
Texas f armets 
have been inclined to cultivate too 
much land and as a result, acre 
yields of staple crops have decreas­ 
ed. 
The farm program should bt 
so developed as to make each aero 
yield its maximum returns. 
The 
organic matter in the soil should 
be increased by plowing under tilt 
stubble, pea vines, straw, and such 
manure as is available. 
Hilly land 
that is inclined to wash or form 
gullies should be terraced. 
Fields 
that are unproductive on account 
of too much water stagnant in the 
soil should be drained. 
This work 
cannot all be done at one time 
or in one season, but the farm 
program should contemplate doing 
some constructive work each year 
on the general plan that will lead 
ultimately to the desired result. 
A well balanced 
plan of soil im­ 
provement should be based on a 
change of the location of the crops 
from year to year, the use of le­ 
gumes such a’s cowpeas and velvet 
beans and the application of com­ 
mercial fertilizer, where demon­ 
strations 
have indicated that its 
use would be profitable. The heavy 
yields per acre of cotton in various 
sections of the state as develop­ 
ed in the five-acre cotton contest 
demonstrates 
c o n elusively 
the 
greater possibilities open for in 
creasing the productiveness of the 
land. 
8 We would emphasize the fact 
that the selling price of any com­ 
modity is determined, in a large 
measure, by its grade 
and 
the 
greatest measure of financial suc­ 
cess will come to those farm ers 
w’ho give careful consideration to 
quality in their 
crops and live­ 
stock. Crops grown from pureline 
strains of farm seed and purebred 
livestock cost no more and fre 
quently cost less to raise than that 
of the inferior quality, and will al­ 
ways command 
the 
higher 
sale 
price. 
In this connection, how­ 
ever, we would emphasize the fact 
that 
success 
in 
cultivating the 
crop or in caring for livestock will 
be determined, in a large measure, 
by the careful attention that is 
given them. 
Remember always, 
that proper feeding and care are 
important 
factors 
in 
bringing 
about the highest development of 
quality. 
It is a losing game when 
we match our time and money 
against the scrub, whether in crop 
production or livestock production. 
This is especially true with refer­ 
ence to cotton, where the premium 
paid for good staple or high grade 
is often sufficient to cover the 
co>»t of harvest. 
9. Excessive loss occurs tc agri­ 
culture every year on account of 
the crop damage 
resulting from 
insect infestation. 
In the aggre­ 
gate, these losses amount to mil­ 
lions of dollars 
annually, which 
could be solved by timely effort 
on the part of the farmers if they 
were prepared to put into imme­ 
diate operation such measures of 


control as have been proved sate 
factory. 
Every farmer should fa ­ 
miliarize himself with the insects 
that arc likely to cause damage t. 
his crops and be prepared to com­ 
bat them.Prompt measures of con­ 
trol are usually effective, but de 
layed action usually results in tail 
ure. 
Insects that bite or chew 
the 
leaves 
should be killed by 
.spraying the plants with spray con­ 
taining 
some 
form of arsenate ; 
those that suck the juice from bt 
neath the surface of the leaves o; 
stems can only be killed by being 
sprayed with oily soap or tobacco 
preparation that will kill them by 
cont act. 
('hanging 
me 
crop from one- 
field to another, plowing under the 
residues left in the field after th* 
crop has been harvested, destroy 
ing hibernating places of 
insect 
over the farm ; thorough plowm 
early’ in the fall, and clean cultic; 
tion during 
the 
growing season, 
will, 
in a large measure, 
keep 
staple crop insects under control, 
but whenever an out-break occur 
and emergency measures are nee 
essary, the treatment must be very 
prompt to be effective, and for 
thi- reason, farm ers are urged to 
be vigilant and constant in their 
efforts to keep insect infestation 
down to the minimum. 
IO. Modern methods of canning 
and preserving foods have develop 
ed to such degree that every farm 
family can easily provide them­ 
selves with an abundance of can­ 
ned fruit, vegetables and meat t> 
keep the family 
table 
supplied 
during those times when the gar­ 
den may not be producing and 
the smoke-house is empty. 
More 
extensive use of the steam pres-J 
sure canner in the conservation of 
the food supply on the farms, ts 
recommended.

Every inch of land 
capable of raising a crop is culti­

Where land is worth $1500 
per acre it must produce.
